LANDLORDS’ 


Website uses cybershaming to get owners to toe line

Chicago’s Building Department published its 
first “problem landlords” list on its website 
Monday night in an attempt to crack down 
and publicly shame apartment building own- 
ers into providing tenants with basic services 
such as heat, hot water and working smoke 
and carbon monoxide detectors. 

The list and interactive map of 45 proper- 
ties though, is hard to find, tucked into the 
city’s website under the Department of Build- 
ing’s home page. 

Landlords on the list, which the city says 
it plans to update twice a year, are those that 
have been found to be liable in two or 
more administrative hearings within 
a two-year period and have at 
least three serious building code 
violations. 

While on the list, they will 
not be able to obtain busi- 
ness licenses, zoning changes, 
acquire city land or receive city 
financial assistance or obtain any 
building permits that are not related to 
fixing problems at their buildings. 

Offenders will have an opportunity to ap- 
peal their inclusion on the list, the city said. 
The worst could be forced to forfeit control 
of their buildings. That threat doesn’t mean 
much to some landlords on the list. 

“If they want the building, they can have 
it,” said Thomas D’Aprile, whose Clarendon 
Hills-based Ravine Properties owns the first 
building on the city’s list, at 1001 S. Mayfield 
Ave. 

D’Aprile said Tuesday he didn’t know about 
the list, hadn’t seen it and “could care less.” 
Nor will he fight his inclusion on it because, 
as he put it, he can’t fight City Hall. For a few 
years, he has been unsuccessful at selling the 
12-unit building for $570,000. He bought it 
in 2006 and added new windows and a new 
boiler, he said. 

Inspection records of the building during 
the past seven years show problems with high 
weeds, a lack of building registration with the 


city, and rotted or out-of-code guardrails on 
porches, among other issues. 

Tuesday, D’Aprile argued that issues at the 
building had been fixed. “Being a landlord in 
the city of Chicago is next to impossible,” he 
said. “A landlord has basically no rights. Any- 
body that’s interested in purchasing it, I'd be 
happy to get rid of it.” 

Records on another building on the list— 
a four-unit building in the city’s Chatham 
neighborhood—show how daunting the task 
may be to correct issues. 

Three times last year, the city cited the 
building’s owner and assessed fines for prob- 

lems with smoke detectors, hot water, heat 

and trash that could cause a “potential 
rat harborage.” The city appointed 
a receiver to deal with the heat 
last winter after an inspection 
found that in one unit, the heat 
was off and the temperature was 
46 degrees, according to city re- 

cords. 
In late October, the building was 
listed for sale in “as-is” condition for 
$35,000, saying it was an opportunity for in- 
vestors and two of the units were occupied. 
While no sale deed has been recorded with 
Cook County, multiple real estate websites 
list the building as sold in early December for 

$65,000. 

Last week, a City Council panel endorsed 
a proposed ordinance tied to its effort to im- 
prove rental buildings. At that time, the city 
said it would identify “bad landlords” but the 
list now is labeled “problem landlords.” 

The list includes the addresses for 45 build- 
ings, owned by 59 individuals and corporate 
entities. Most of the apartment buildings 
cited are on Chicago’s West and South sides. 
The community area with the most “prob- 
lem” landlords and buildings is Austin, with 
six landlords and eight buildings. 

The list is different than its building code 
scofflaw list, published annually, that iden- 
tifies buildings owners with three or more 
problem properties. 
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Not drinking for the entire 
month of January is an 
actual movement now

Elizabeth Ladewig’s dry January has nothing to 
do with a lack of snow. 

Since Jan. 1—at first by accident—the 
35-year-old from Lakeview has abstained 
from drinking, inadvertently joining the 
growing movement of Dry January or 
“Dryanuary.” 

“T decided to make some New Year’s 
resolutions this year that were pretty 
blanket, to be healthier,” she said. 

After spending the first few days—and 
even the Winter Classic game in Wash- 
ington, D.C.—without having anything 
to drink, the self-described moderate 
drinker said she decided to see if she 
could go a month without alcohol. 

She wasn’t aware it was something 
anyone else was doing, let alone 

had a name, until she started see- 

ing the #Dryanuary hashtag pop 

up on Instagram. 

“I am really starting to enjoy 
it,” she said, adding that the ini- 
tial weird looks and pregnancy 
comments from friends have now 
dissipated. “Whenever it’s kind 
of tempting [to have a drink] I 
think I don’t want to ruin what I 
have already done.” 

While many report having ab- 
stained during January for years, 
the formal concept of “Dry Janu- 
ary” began in 2013, when U.K.- 
based group Alcohol Concern 
launched a national campaign to 
raise money for its alcohol depen- 
dence and addiction awareness 
efforts. The idea is to abstain to 
save money, avoid hangovers and 
lose weight, according to the or- 
ganization, though they warn that 
it is not meant as a medical detox or for those 
with alcohol dependency. Last year, according 
to Alcohol Concern, more than 17,000 had 
joined in the pledge to go dry in January, and 


the trend has come stateside with hashtags on 
Twitter and Instagram such as #Dryanuary. 
The concept is nothing new to Dr. Rahul 
Khare, an emergency medicine physician at 
Northwestern Medicine. Seven years ago, 
his neighbor approached him with the con- 
cept, and ever since, he has gone the month 
without a drink. His typical “moderate” 
drinking—occasionally having a few beers 
after work with colleagues or his week- 
end drinking—takes a break in January, 
and has become a tradition, 
even if it does cause some 
“grumpiness” throughout 
the month. 
“It really made me real- 
ize perhaps alcohol does 
take a toll on my health, 
even if I don’t drink it to 
what I consider too 
much,” he said. 

While some medi- 
cal studies show that 
an occasional glass of 
wine or beer can be good for 
cardiovascular health and pro- 
vide other benefits, a month off 
from alcohol is an overwhelmingly 
positive decision, both mentally 
and physically. 

“The positive benefits are that 
you're aware of what alcohol does 
to you,” he said. “You might sleep 
better, you might lose weight. Al- 
cohol is a depressant, you might 
start feeling better about your- 
self.” 

Khare said he has 
seen the concept 
of Dry January grow throughout 
the years, especially in the past 
two or three years. But a month 
without alcohol isn’t just a move- 
ment, it also can be somewhat 
of a prescription for those on 

whom booze has taken a physical 
toll. Such is the case when a patient’s blood 
is drawn and tested and shows elevated lev- 
els of liver enzymes AST and ALT, which are 
produced when the liver processes alcohol. 


When those levels are high, Khare said the 
patient usually is told to cut back significantly 
or abstain altogether from drinking for about 
amonth, after which the blood is tested again. 

“Most of the time, the results then come 
back normal or close to normal,” he said. 

The reflection during Dry January on how 
much alcohol one previously was consuming 
also is seen as a positive for K. Luan Phan, a 
professor of psychiatry at the University of II- 
linois at Chicago. He said he sees the reprieve 

for those who drink socially as a 
positive, a time to re-evaluate 
how much they consume and 
for what reasons. However, 
for those who may be actually 
physically addicted to alco- 
hol and may not know it, the 
cold-turkey stop of Dry Janu- 

ary could be dangerous. 
“Some people drink not to 
just chase the high, but also 
to prevent withdrawal,” he said, 
adding that symptoms can include 
discomfort, irritability and shaking 
when drinking has stopped. In more seri- 
ous cases, seizures and hallucinations can 
occur, and it can be dangerous for those who 
experience them to stop drinking without 
medical help, as sometimes medication is 
needed to get the patient through the with- 

drawal. 

For Ladewig, who said it has become in- 
creasingly easier throughout the month to 
say no to BYOB at social dinners and the oc- 

casional beer, Feb. 1, aka Super Bowl Sun- 

day, marks the first day she can indulge 

if she so chooses. But after a 

month of abstaining, she said 

she wonders if she’ll ever go back to drinking 
as much as she once did. 

“It’s definitely given me the awareness to 
why I had been drinking in the first place,” 
she said, adding that she feels she is more 
naturally letting out emotions rather than 
sometimes drinking to suppress them. “This 
doesn’t necessarily need to be a big part of my 
life anymore. Part of me is like, ‘How long can 
I keep this going?’”

Dry January, on the whole, is a positive 
thing, according to K. Luan Phan, a pro- 
fessor of psychology at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago. However, those who 
participate and reflect during that time 
on their normal drinking habits may want 
to consider if their drinking has become 
a problem. While he said all assessments 
for alcohol dependency and addiction 
must be done on a case-by-case basis, the 
CAGE questionnaire is used by mental 
health professionals to give an indication 
that alcohol use may be a problem. 


C: According to Phan, the first question is 
if the patient has tried to cut down on his 
or her drinking in the past and has been 
unsuccessful. 


A: Does the patient become annoyed or 
agitated when others ask or suggest he or 
she cuts down on drinking? 


G: Are there feelings of guilt involved when 
a patient drinks or thinks about past drink- 
ing? 

E: Has the patient ever used an “eye 
opener,” or a drink early in the day to get 
himself or herself going? 


Now that Dry January is a full-fledged 
movement, thousands pledged to swear 
off alcohol for the month. But just how 
successful were they? 

According to Pharmacy2U, a U.K.-based 
health and prescription drug website, 
52 percent of the 2,050 Brits surveyed had 
admitted to drinking after pledging not to 
as part of the Dry January campaign. Also 
according to the survey, those with the 
highest failure rates were those younger 
than 25, 64 percent of whom admitted to 
falling off the wagon. ms.

Trafficking twins get 14 years 


Brothers infiltrated cartel, 
helped U.S. in many cases

Two brothers from the West Side who in- 
filtrated the top echelons of the notorious 
Sinaloa cartel while working undercover for 
US. authorities each were sentenced Tuesday 
to 14 years in prison for smuggling at least 
71 tons of cocaine and heroin. 

Calling them the “most significant drug 
dealers” he’d ever sentenced in his 20 years on 
the bench, US. District Chief Judge Ruben 
Castillo said he agreed with giving Pedro and 
Margarito Flores a significant break given the 
certain death they had faced if Joaquin “El 
Chapo” Guzman or his cartel henchmen had 
exposed their undercover work. 

“You and your family will always have to 
look over your shoulder,” Castillo said as the 
brothers sat side by side at the defense table. 
“Anytime you start your car, you're going to be 


wondering, is that car going to start or is it go- 
ing to explode?” 

Later at a news conference, U.S. Attor- 
ney Zachary Fardon and other officials an- 
nounced a new round of indictments against 
the Sinaloa cartel, including new charges 
against Guzman’s son, Jesus Alfredo Guzman 
Salazar, and three Chicago-area men accused 
of helping the cartel launder millions of dol- 
lars in drug proceeds. 

In all, Fardon said, the brothers’ coopera- 
tion has helped authorities charge 62 defen- 
dants and seize 11 tons of cocaine, more than 
500 pounds of methamphetamines and about 
170 pounds of heroin. 

“They were the Chicago hub of the Sinaloa 
cartel, and they pumped literally tons of ... co- 
caine into the city,” Fardon said. 

The sentencing hearing, which took place 
amid heavy security that included a bomb- 
sniffing dog and metal detectors outside Cas- 
tillo’s courtroom, marked the first court ap- 


pearance for the 33-year-old twin brothers 
since they began cooperating six years ago. 

Each brother stood before the bench 
and issued an apology. Reading froma piece 
of paper he unfolded from his back pocket, 
Margarito Flores said in a choked-up voice 
that he was sorry for his “life of crime” and 
for putting his family in harm’s way. 

“T’m ashamed, I’m embarrassed, I’m re- 
gretful,” he said. 

His brother followed him at the lectern, 
telling the judge he was thankful for the 
opportunity to not have to spend the rest 
of his life in prison. 

“I am before you ready to take full re- 
sponsibility for my life, for all the drug 
trafficking,” Pedro Flores said. 

With the twins having already served 
more than six years in custody since sur- 
rendering to authorities in 2008, they 
could be freed from prison in about six 
more years.

They'll open against the defending cham- 
pion L.A. Kings, who hope to make a fourth 
straight trip to the Western Conference 
finals. But will they even make the playoffs? 


For the First Time in Forever 
(or 2009) 
The Kings are on the playoff bubble, sitting 
a point behind No. 8 seed Calgary. They 
haven’t missed the postseason since ’o09, and 
with two-thirds of last spring’s potent “That 
70s Line” (Jeff Carter, Tyler Toffoli and Tan- 
ner Pearson) on injured reserve, there’s cause 
for concern. 

Former All-World goaltender Jonathan 
Quick hasn’t even been an All-Californian 
this season, and the Kings’ 77.8 percent 


penalty kill ranks a dreadful 25th in the NHL. 


(Your Hawks remain numero uno, killing 
more than 88 percent of their opponents’ 
power plays.) 


Do You Want to Build a Dynasty? 
If so, you'd follow the Blackhawks’ and Kings’ 
models. The Kings still rank second overall in 
Corsi-For percentage, which means over the 
course of the entire season they’ve generated 
far more shots—on goal, in goal, missed wide 
or blocked by the opponent— than their 
competition. 

Corsi-For percentage is a solid measure- 
ment of how well a hockey team is control- 
ling play, and over the long haul you’d want 
to bet on the teams with high CF percentage 
winning more games. The Kings should 
bounce back in the final 35 games. (You had 
to wonder who’s No. 1 thus far in this stat. 
Yep, it’s the Hawks.)

In Summer! 

That’s when Blackhawks and Kings fans alike 
hope to see a third straight meeting in the 
Western Conference finals. Although that’s 
a likely destination for Chicago (most sports 
books have the Blackhawks as the odds-on 
favorite to win the Stanley Cup, let alone 
the West), the Kings will have to battle just 
to get into the playoffs. But once they’re in, 
watch out: In 2012 they sneaked into the 
postseason as the lowly 8 seed, and all they 
did was hoist the Cup. 

With that in mind, perhaps Hawks fans 
should hope Wednesday is the final time they 
see the Staples Center ice this season. Good 
luck staying up for the sometime-around- 
midnight final horn. With an 8-year-old 
daughter in our home, I wonder if we can 
find an agreeable movie to watch together 
before the game starts?

Blink-182 members 
blast Tom DeLonge

Blink-182 fans have had a whirlwind 24 hours. 

Early Monday, bandmembers Travis Barker 
and Mark Hoppus issued a statement an- 
nouncing they had drafted Alkaline Trio’s Matt 
Skiba for their headlining performance at an 
Orange County festival after guitarist/vocalist 
Tom DeLonge was sitting out “indefinitely.” 

Hours later DeLonge issued a counter state- 
ment, denying he ever quit the pop-punk trio. 

“Actually, I was on the phone discussing a 
possible Blink-182 event in New York City 
when I heard the ‘news.’ The ONLY truth here 
is that I have commitments that limit my avail- 
ability this year,” his statement read. DeLonge 
called the earlier announcement “weird” and 
questioned its legitimacy on social media. 

And then things got messy. After DeLonge’s 
rebuttal, Barker and Hoppus pulled the trigger 
and did an interview to Rolling Stone—and it 
wasn't pretty. 

In the interview DeLonge is blasted as “un- 
grateful” and “disingenuous,” and Barker went 
as far as saying the band only reunited from 
its previous hiatus because of the 2008 plane 
crash that he survived. 

Barker and Hoppus also detail the lengths 
they went to try to satisfy DeLonge in order 
for him to commit to making new music and 
blew the lid off a number of deep rifts with 
DeLonge that seemingly stretch back to their 
hiatus a decade ago. 

Among the revelations: Neither had spo- 


ken to him personally in months, with all 
communication going through email; De- 
Longe would record the album only if they 
landed a major deal (he didn’t want to spend 
his own money to record); Barker and Hop- 
pus have been trying to record an album for 
the better part of two years. 

They also confirmed that DeLonge didn’t 
technically quit the band, but they were tired 
of covering for him. 

“It’s hard to cover for someone who’s dis- 
respectful and ungrateful,” Barker said. “You 
don’t even have the balls to call your band- 
mates and tell them you’re not going to re- 
cord or do anything Blink-related. You have 
your manager do it. Everyone should know 
what the story is with him and it’s been years 
with it.” 

Blink is headlining the final day of the 
three-day MusInk Tattoo & Music Festival, 
which Barker co-owns. The festival is set for 
March 20-22 at the Orange County Fair & 
Events Center in Costa Mesa, Calif. 

“When Tom finally said, ‘I’m not going to go 
into the studio or play this show, it was kind of 
a gigantic relief because at least he finally said 
it. But to then say, ‘I didn’t quit the band,’ it’s 
just not true. It’s disingenuous,” Hoppus add- 
ed. “I just wish Tom does whatever makes him 
happy and stops holding Blink-182 back from 
what we all agree that we’re going to do: play 
shows, record music, continue this legacy and 
have a good time doing it.”

(Swanberg’s son of the same name), as they 
housesit in a home bigger and more comfort- 
able than their own. Soon Tim finds a gun and 
a bone and fixates on investigating further, es- 
pecially when some of his pals (including Sam 
Rockwell, Mike Birbiglia and Chris Messina) 
come over and the presence of two younger, 
lovely ladies (Anna Kendrick, Brie Larson) re- 
minds Tim of what he cannot have. Or can he? 
Meanwhile, Lee brings her son to her mom 
and stepdad’s place and heads out on her own, 
needing rare time to feel like herself again. 

On some level, “Digging for Fire” (which 
was shot in L.A.) finds Swanberg repeating his 
recent work. He covered temptation and the 
sacrifices/strains of monogamy in his best-ever 
effort, “Drinking Buddies.” In “Happy Christ- 
mas” a couple with a young child struggled

with how to function together and separately. 
Yet “Digging for Fire” combines certain 
elements of those films into a meditation that 


stands on its own, partially because Swan- 
berg’s style, impressively calm and confident, 
morphs into something dreamlike and lyrical. 
Giving both leads rich, subtle roles while 
providing deliberate fantasy alternatives to 
their spouse, Swanberg taps into a feeling of 
30-something mortality, with Tim and Lee 
feeling a loss of both independence and con- 
nection, worn down by the monotonies of 
adulthood and demands of parenthood. 

The symbolism at first seems on the nose 
(get it, digging for bones and digging for the 
rejuvenation of this relationship -- fire equals 
excitement) but develops beyond that to say 
that just because you don’t dig for something 
doesn’t mean it’s not there. And sometimes 
you don’t know what you hope to find, only 
that you need to look.
